S  is  now  generally  known,  the  Bijou' was  the  first  theatre  to  be  illumi- 
nated by  the  aid  of  the  Electric  Light,  and  the  use  of  that  light  has 
enabled  the  publisher  of  this  review  to  present  to  the  public  photographs 
of  the  various  Acts  of  the  Operas  which  have  been  produced  at  the 
Bijou  since  its  dedication.  Besides  the  faithful  portrayal  of  every  detail 
of  the  stage  setting,  they  are  valuable  from  the  fact,  that  it  is  the  first 
time  that  the  setting  of  a  series  of  stage  scenes  have,  as  a  whole,  ever  been 
successfully  photographed.  This  has  been  done  by  Mr.  N.  L.  Stebbins  of 
the  Blair  Tourograph  Co.,  471  Tremont  Street,  Boston,  who  has  devoted 
much  time  to  the  study  of  Photography  in  its  special  branches,  and 
recognizing  the  fact  that  the  electric  light  would  ultimately  become  a 
powerful  factor  in  illuminating  the  world,  he,  as  an  experiment,  took  the 
first  negative  by  its  aid,  of  "  Iolanthe,"  when  it  was  first  produced  at  the 
Bijou.  Meeting  with  such  marked  success  in  this,  his  first  effort,  he 
continued  to  photograph  scenes  from  the  various  Operas  as  fast  as  they 
were  presented,  and  the  result  of  his  labors  are  grouped  within  these 
covers,  and  it  is  through  Mr.  Stebbins'  'courtesy  that  the  Publisher  is 
enabled  to  present  these  beautiful   Photographs  to  the  patrons  of  the-

(1|I)R.  George  H.  Tyler,  the  General  Manager  of  the  Bijou  Theatre,  has 
«*»  from  his  youth,  been  connected  with  theatrical  affairs.  Like  many 
of  the  prominent  professionals  of  the  present  day,  he  received  his  initat- 
ing  training  and  experience  in  Amateur  Dramatics,  and  not  until  1S59,  at 
the  Boston  Museum,  on  the  occasion  of  a  benefit  to  "  Old  Spear,"  as 
familiarly  called,  did  he  make  his  debut  as  a  professional  in  "  Charles  II," 
as  the  Earl  of  Rochester.  Connecting  himself  with  travelling  combi- 
nations he  trod  the  boards  until  the  out  break  of  the  civil  war,  when 
putting  aside  the  "sock  and  buskin,"  he  enrolled  in  the  First  Massa- 
chusetts Infantry,  and  served  his  country  until  the  war  was  brought  to  a 
close,  when  he  again  entered  the  theatrical  profession,  immediately  join- 
ing the  Stock  Company,  at  Woods'  Theatre,Cincinnati,  where  he  remained 
the  seasons  of  1865-6-7.  Then  casting  his  fortune  with  Laura  Keene's 
New  York  Comedy  Co.,  as  Stage  Manager,  and  ultimately  the  General 
Manager  of  Laura  Keene's  Chestnut  Street  Theatre,  Philadelphia.  This 
connection  extending  through  the  seasons  of  1S67-8,  '69-70. 

He  was  Manager  of  Mrs.  John  Wood's  London  Burlesque  Company 
portion  of  season  of  '71. 

In  1S71-2,  he  became  the  Manager  of  George  L.  Fox's  N.  Y.  Ilumpty 
Dumpty  Troupe. 

In  1S72-3-4,  he  was  the  Manager  of  the  Olympic  Theatre,  New  York 
City. 

In  1875,  ne  was  Associate  Manager  with  Geo.  L.  Fox,  at  the  Globe 
Theatre,  New  York,  and  afterwards  became  a  partner  with  Mr.  Fox,  and 
as  such  made  a  tour  with  the  Fox  Humpty  Dumpty  Troupe  through  the 
United  States  and  Canadas,  which  being  highly  successful,  was  inter- 
rupted by  the  insanity  of  Mr.  Fox,  and  his  compelled  retirement  from 
the  stage,  but  associating  with  him  James  S.  Maffitt  and  Bartholomew, 
and  afterwards  Robert  Frazar,  Mr.  Tyler  completed  the  tour,  as  it  was 
originally  contemplated. 

The  season  of  1S76-7,  Mr.  Tyler  associated  himself  with  Mr.  Henry  E. 
Abbey,  in  some  of  his  enterprises,  and  in  1S77-8,  assumed  the  business 
management  of  the  Gaiety  Theatre,  in  this  city. 

Seasons  of  187S-9,  S0-81-S2,  he  was  again  associated  with  Mr.  Abbey, 
and  became  the  Acting  Manager  of  the  Park  Theatre,  this  city. 

In  the  spring  of  1S82,  Mr.  Tyler  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  Mr. 
Fred  Vokes,  whereby  a  new  theatre  should  be  opened  for  the  production 
of  light  Opera,  which,  with  the  proper  accessions  of  scenery  and  cos- 
tumes, could  not  fail  to  please  the  public  and  return  a  substantial  reward. 
With  Mr.  Vokes  he  secured  a  long  lease  of  the  old  Gaiety  Theatre,  but 
the  financial  embarrassment  of  Mr.  Vokes  soon  following,  Mr.  Tyler 
associated  himself  with  Mr.  Edward  H.  Hastings,  and  Mr.  T.  Nelson 
Hastings,  when  a  Stock  Company,  known  as  the  Bijou  Theatre  Co.  was 
formed  ;  after  months  of  labor,  and  the  expenditure  of  thousands  of 
dollars,  the  doors  of  the  beautiful  Bijou  Theatre  of  the  present  day,  were 
thrown  open  to  the  public,  and  at  once  the  foresight  of  Mr.  Tyler  was 
verified,  for  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Bijou,  every  Opera  which  has 
been  produced  under  his  management,  has  proven  an  unqualified  success, 
making  long  runs,  and  being  taken  from  the  boards  in  the  height  of  their 
success,  that  new  attractions  might  be  presented. 

In  May,  1S83,  Mr.  Tyler  disposed  of  his  interest  in  the  theatre,  to  the 
Messrs.  Hastings,  but  returned  to  the  management  again  in  October, 
and  has  since  had  the  entire  direction  of  its  affairs.

To  the  Gentlemen  Patrons  of  the  Bijou, 


'EROM  this  date  all  gentlemen  are  politely  requested  to  appear  in  full 
I  evening  dress  at  all  entertainments  occuring  in  the  evening  The 
full  dress  being  especially  requested  for  the  Opera.  Your  dress-coat 
should  be  faced  with  a  ribbed  silk,  either  to  the  button-holes,  or  the 
extreme  edge.  Your  dress  waist-coat  may  be  either  a  black  embroidered 
one,  or  a  white  corded  piquet ;  the  trowsers  may  be  made  plain,  or 
braided  on  the  side  seams  with  a  military  silk  braid,  or  a  very  fine  cord. 
A  standing  collar  made  high,  and  either  straight  in  front  or  with  the 
points  slightly  broken;  and  for  tie,  a  small  black  silk  one,  made  up  with 
strap  and  buqkle,  and  catch  for  the  stud  in  front,  is  considered  the 
preferable  style — the  white  ties  being  reserved  for  weddings;  for  gloves 
wear  a  pearl  color,  with  black  embroidered  backs.  If  any  gentleman 
objects  to  wearing  the  full  evening  suit,  he  may  wear  a  black  diagonal 
morning  coat  and  waist-coat,  with  trowsers  the  same,  or  of  some  quiet 
stripe;  or  a  half  dress  suit  made  from  worsted,  in  wine,  brown,  claret, 
or  blue,  but  under  no  circumstances  should  he  wear  a  business  suit,  or 
sack  coat.

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The  Boston  Bijou  Theatre,  the  most  cosy,  the  most  comfortable, 
and  certainly  considering  its  capacity,  the  most  costly,  establishment  de- 
voted to  the  Muses  in  this  city,  has  a  history  of  its  own  which  cannot  fail 
to  prove  interesting  to  the  patrons  of  dramatic  and  musical  entertain- 
ments, as  well  as  to  the  general  reader. 

As  long  ago  as  1835  —  now  forty-nine  years  since  —  a  theatre  existed 
on  this  very  spot,  and  the  walls  of  the  Bijou  are  the  original  walls  of  the 
old  Lion  Theatre.  The  site  was  formerly  that  of  the  old  Lion  Tavern, 
which  with  its  neighbor,  the  Lamb  Tavern  (the  site  of  which  is  now 
covered  by  the  elegant  new  hotel  adjoining  the  theatre),  were  in  their 
day  two  of  the  most  noted  hostleries  of  the  city,  and  so  closely  were  they 
situated,  that  it  might  be  said  without  impropriety  that  the  Lion  and 
the  Lamb  laid  down  together.  As  a  tavern  the  Lion  had  its  day ;  and  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  1835,  a  number  of  New  York  gentlemen,  at 
the  head  of  whom  was  Mr.  James  Raymond,  purchased  the  estate  on 
Washington  Street,  and  at  once  commenced  the  erection  of 
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in  rear  of  the  wooden  building,  which  had  a  frontage  upon  the  street.  A 
number  of  workmen  were  employed  in  the  destruction  of  the  old,  and  the 
erection  of  the  new  building;  and  so  magical,  as  it  were,  was  the  pro- 
gress made,  that  on  the  evening  of  Monday,  January  nth,  1836,  the 
theatre  was  thrown  open  to  the  public.  The  Lion  was  built  on  a  novel 
plan,  the  intention  being  to  permanently  combine  equestrian  with 
dramatic  entertainments.  Those  who  notice  the  size  of  the  Bijou 
Theatre  can  at  once  imagine  how  much  space  was  afforded  for  a  proper 
representation  of  the  dual  entertainments.  The  interior  of  the  house 
was  neatly  but  plainly  arranged,  yet- in  severe  contrast  to  the  gorgeous- 
ness  which  flashes  upon  the  patron  of  the  Bijou.  A  ring  for  equestrian 
performances  occupied  the  place  of  the  then  popular  pit,  corresponding 
to  the  orchestra  chairs  of  the  present  day,  while  the  pit  extended  under 
the  boxes,  of  which  there  were  three  tiers,  and  shallow  ones  at  that.  The 
stage  proper  for  dramatic  representations  occupied  the  position  it  does 
at  present.  The  decorations  were  by  a  famous  scenic  painter  of  the  time, 
Thomas  Reinagle.  A  drop  curtain  representing  "  Bonaparte  Crossing 
the   Alps,"  from  the  pencil  of  Robert  Jones,  the  famous  artist  of  the 
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Tremcmt  Theatre,  was  looked  upon  as  a  marvellous  achievement,  and  it 
could  not  have  been  otherwise  than  good,  as  Jones  was  one  of  the  best 
scenic  artists  ever  in  Boston.  The  dramatic  company  was  made  up  of 
well-known  actors  and  actresses  of  the  day.  William  Barrymore  was 
the  director  of  the  corps,  which  included  Messrs.  Durivage,  Herbert, 
Mestayer,  Knapp  and  Houp,  and  Mesdames  Barrett,  Mestayer,  Eberle, 
Whittemore,  Hurley,  and  Monier.  Mr.  Buckley  was  the  director  of  the 
equestrian  business,  and  among  the  more  prominent  of  the  performers 
were  J.  and  T.  Nathans,  Robinson,  Dickinson,  Perez,  Wilmot,  Bryant, 
and  Roine.  The  opening  entertainment  consisted  of  a  prize  address, 
written  by  a  Mr.  T.  M.  Devon  ($50  having  been  paid  for  the  com- 
position), spoken  by  Miss  Monier.  This  was  followed  by  Buckslone's 
"Opera  House;"  then  came  the  circus  business;  and  the  whole  con- 
cluded with  "  The  Lady  of  the  Lions,"  a  travestie  on  Bulwer's  famous 
"  Ladv  of  Lyons,"  which  had  been  produced  but  a  short  time  previous. 
During  the  season,  Mr.  George  Ingersoll,  a  voung  tragedian,  a  native  of 
Charlestown,  and  the  celebrated  Mrs.  Hamblin  appeared.  During  the 
lady's  engagement,  a  spectacular  piece  "  The  Jewess  "  was  brought  out, 
at  a  great  expense,  in  which  the  entire  stud  of  horses,  elephants,  drome- 
daries, and  camels  was  utilized.  Other  equestrian  pieces  followed,  with 
great  success,  and  the  first  season  was  brought  to  a  close  in  April. 
Shortly  after,  the  theatre  was  re-opened  by  Barrymore,  and  on  the  16th 
of  May,  that  famous  actor,  the  elder  Booth,  appeared,  and  the  theatre 
was  again  closed  at  the  end  of  his  engagement.  During  the  summer  the 
old  building  in  front  was  pulled  down,  and  brick  stores  erected,  and 
some  alterations  were  made  in  the  interior  of  the  theatre.  The  second 
season  was  commenced  on  November  7th,  with  the  same  style  of  enter- 
tainments as  given  during  the  first  season,  and  was  continued  until 
April,  1S37,  when  the  house  was  offered  for  sale  or  to  let.     In  June 
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leased  the  theatre,  and  gave  what  were  probably  the  best  equestrian 
entertainments  ever  witnessed  in  Boston.  Messrs.  C.  R.  Thorne,  Sen., 
anil  Houpt  next  took  a  hand  at  the  management,  and  engaged  that  bud- 
ding but  remarkable  tragedian,  Charjes  H.  Eaton,  whose  melancholy 
and  untimely  death  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  on  the  4th  of  June,  1843,  was  l°ng 
deplored.  The  season  was  a  very  short-lived  one,  and  again  was  the 
theatre  closed  and  offered  for  sale.  This  was  the  year  of  the  great 
financial  panic,  which  proved  disastrous  to  many  a  well-established 
merchant,  while  dramatic  establishments  throughout  the  entire  country 
were  very  great  sufferers.  The  theatre  remained  closed  until  October, 
1S38,  when  it  was  opened  by  the  father  of  Miss  Jean  Margaret  Daven- 
port (now  Mrs.  General  Lander),  then  "the  infant  phenomenon,"  who 
played  for  a  brief  season  in  her  specialties,  such  as  "  Little  Pickle,"  "  The 
Four  Mowbravs,"  "  Ladv  Teazle,"  "  Richard  the  Third,"  and  so  on. 
After  this,  Mr.  John  Redman,  a  well-known  builder  and  capitalist,  now 
deceased,  made  purchase  of  the  theatre,  and  converted  it  into  what  he 
was  pleased  to  call  a

in  which  concerts  and  other  kindred  entertainments  were  given,  and  in 
which,  for  the  first  time  in,the  city,  the  ravishing  strains  of  Ole  Bull's 
violin  were  heard.  Shortly  after  this,  the  Handel  and  Harden  Society, 
which  had  been  giving  its  oratories  in  the  hall  over  the  Bovlston  Market, 
took  a  lease  of  the  premises,  and  the  name  of  the  building  was  changed  to 

The  first  oratorio  performance  was  given  on  the  29th  of  December,  1S39, 
when  "  The  Messiah  "  was  produced.  During  week  nights  the  hall  was 
left  for  miscellaneous  entertainments.  In  1S44,  one  Leander  Rodnev 
who  was  the  agent  of  the  great  tragedian  W.  C.  Macready,  leased  the 
Melodeon  for  a  brief  season,  and,  fitting  it  up  with  scenery,  turned  it  into 
a  temporary  theatre.  Performances  were  given  on  four  evenings  a  week, 
and  the  tragedian  was'  assisted  by  Charlotte  Cushman,  J.  Ryder,  \V. 
Wheatley,  Wyzeman  Marshall,  J.  B.  Fuller,  and  others,  altogether  form- 
ing one  of  the  finest  dramatic  companies  ever  got  together  in  this  city. 
Not  long  after  this  the  property  fell  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Eliphalet 
Baker,  who  enlarged  it,  and  such  was  its  acoustic  qualities  that  it  was 
selected  by  Jenny  Lind,  Henrietta  Sonntag,  Marietta  Alboni,  Madam 
Anna  Bishop,  and  other  great  musical  celebreties,  in  which  to  give  their 
concerts,  and  it  was  also  sought  after  as  a  most  eligible  hall  in  which  to 
display  panoramas.  On  the  decease  of  Mr.  Baker,  "  The  Melodeon  " 
passed  into  the  hands  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Boston  Theatre.  A  door 
of  communication  was  cut  between  the  two  buildings,  and  whenever  a 
grand  ball  was  given  in  the  Theatre,  the  Melodeon  was  devoted  to  the 
purposes  of  a.supper  room.  When  the  great  fair  in  aid  of  the  Sanitary 
Commission  was  given  in  the  theatre,  the  other  building,  in  connection 
therewith,  was  used  for  a  series  of  amateur  dramatic  performances  by 
a  number  of  well-known  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Boston,  and  the  receipts 
therefrom  helped  greatly  to  swell  the  funds  of  the  Commission.  The 
theatre  proprietors  having  no  further  use  for  the  property  disposed  of  it 
to  the  Hon.  Charles  Francis  Adams,  its  present  proprietor.  Some  seven 
years  ago,  Mr.  Adams  leased  the  hall  proper  to  Mr.  Jason  Wentworth, 
who  again  converted  it  into  a  theatre,  naming  it 
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Mr. Wentworth  held  possession  of  it  for  several  seasons,  giving  a  series  of 
light  operatic  and  dramatic  entertainments.  But  little  attention  was  paid 
to  the  production  of  pieces  in  general,  and  as  a  result  the  speculation 
did  not  prove  so  profitable  as  was  anticipated.  About  the  close  of  the 
year  1SS1,  Mr.  George  H.  Tyler,  the  manager  of  the  Park  Theatre,  and 
Mr.  Frederick  Vokes,  of  the  well-known  and  ever  popular  Yokes  Family, 
formed  a  co-partnership  to  establish

The  lease  of  Mr.  Wentworth  did  not  expire  until  the  September  follow- 
ing, and  they  secured  a  lease  of  the  Gaiety,  from  that  expiration,  for  a 
term  of  years.  They  immediately  went  to  work  perfecting  their  plans, 
for  the  most  complete  and  elegant  theatre  of  its  size,  and  for  the  purposes 
to  which  it  was  intended  to  devote  it,  to  be  found  in  the  United  States, 
if  not,  indeed,  in  the  world.  In  the  summer  following,  the  unexpired 
term  of  Mr.  Wentworth's  lease  was  secured,  and  a  commencement  was 
made  in  earnest.  At  the  same  time  they  secured  all  the  premises  over 
the  stores  in  front,  which  had  been  annexed  to  the  Adams  House  and 
used  as  lodging  rooms.  The  interior  of  the  theatre  building  was  com- 
pletely destroyed,  nothing  being  left  but  the  bare  walls,  which  were  greatly 
increased  in  height  and  a  new  roof  built.  At  this  juncture,  Mr.  Vokes 
became  involved  in  financial  difficulties,  and  he  was  obliged  to  relinquish 
his  share  in  the  co-partnership.  Mr.  Tyler,  pertinacious,  and  strong  in 
his  belief  in  the  success  of  the  scheme,  looked  about  him  for  other 
assistance,  which  he  found  in  the  persons  of  T.  N.  and  E.  H.  Hastings, 
two  young  gentlemen  who  had  not  only  a  sufficiency  of  means,  but  an 
abiding  faith  in  the  future  of  the  enterprise,  and  a  willingness  to  use  that 
means  to  the  utmost  in  making  of  that  future  a  genuine  and  unquestioned 
success.  A  co-partnership  was  formed,  and  new  life  was  at  once  infused 
into  the  project.  The  plans  of  the  theatre  having  been  matured  and 
perfected  by  eminent  architects,  bricklayers,  plasterers,  carpenters, 
painters,  decorators,  and  others,  ..were  set  to  work  in  great  numbers, 
and  the  new  and  beautiful  theatre  seemed  to  grow  in  beauty  as 
well  as  in  rapidity,  like  the  ''palace  of  Aladdin,  until  at  length 
on  Monday  evening,  December  nth,  1882,  when  its  doors  were 
opened  to  the  public,  the  overwhelming  audience  present  was  fairly 
dazzled  by  the  beauty  of  the  scene,  both  before  and  behind  the  curtain, 
It  may  be  said  here  that  it  lacked  exactly  one  month  of  being  forty-seven 
years  from  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  Lion,  to  the  opening  of  the  Bijou. 
In  February,  18S3,  Mr.  Tyler  disposed  of  his  interest  to  the  Brothers 
Hastings,  who  are  now  the  sole  proprietors  of  this  most  beautiful  temple 
of  the  drama. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  enter  upon  a  sketch  of  the  building. 
It  stands  as  a  monument  to  itself,  and  it  has  met  with,  as  it 
richly  deserves,  the  public  approbation.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
proprietors  to  make  it  the  legitimate  home  of  Parlor  Opera  in  this 
country,  and  to  this  end  they  pledge  their  every  effort.  The  success  of 
the  past,  brief  as  that  past  has  been,  foreshadows  the  future  triumphant 
career  of  The  Bijou.
